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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Miyata et al. teach a "single cam ring" (actuator 4), 
since the two parts 4a, 4b of the cam ring are locked together when they function to directly engage the upper and lower tread mold 
members to radially move the tread mold members simultaneously; note that claim 6 does not require a "single" cam ring. Furthermore, 
Miyata et al. teach that the upper and lower tread mold members abut each other (with mating projections/recesses, as clearly shown in 
Figure 13) before the cam ring moves the tread mold members radially inwardly. Also, with regard to Applicant's argument that Miyata et 
al. do not disclose that the upper tread mold sectors are attached to the upper mold members, such is disclosed in GB '891; the Examiner 
contends that it would have been obvious to a skilled artisan to modify the apparatus of GB '891 by providing a single cam ring (which may 
consist of two parts locked together) in direct engagement with the upper and the lower tread mold members for simultaneous movement 
thereof by the cam ring, as suggested by Miyata et al. 
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
